A Bout four EMgliJh Miles KPF. from Gihdiar^ ar 
the end of the Bay, there are confiderable Ruim. 
The place is called at prefent RocadUk, and confifts of 
a few Huts, and a Modern Square Tower, which ap- 
pears to have been raifed on the Foundation of a much 
greater Pile. The Wails of the old City are ?ery eaiy 
to be traced. They feem to have been about two 
E^10 Miles in Circumference and were built upon 
the Brow of a rifing Ground. The fpace within is co- 
vered with Ruins, among which are a great many pie- 
ces of very fine Marble well wrought i and innumera- 
ble fragments of Vellels of that kind of red Earthen 
Ware, which Ambr$Jio Morales in the firft Chapter of 
his Dffmrfo de las mtigmdddes de k$ cmiades de Ef 
fmm, lays down for a certain mark of a Roman Citf, 
and takes to have been a Compofition of the Clay of 
Saguntum^ often mentioned among the Romam.

There are remains of a rude Semicircular Building, 
raifed on Arches, which defcends gradually into an 
Area, and (eems ro have been a kind of Theatre* i 
brought away with me a Marble Pedeftal of a Statue, 
dug up near to the Square Tower.

mentioo.. I have a confiderable -number of Medals, 
that were found among, rhelc Ruins ; molt of th-cm, 
have a CapMt turrimm with C A E. T E f A. in very, le- 
gible CharacSlers- The.. Reverie is generally a Fijh, a 
Neptme, or a. Rud-fer. Towards the fVe/} there is an 
eafy Defcenc to the Rivtr Gmdarramiue, which takes its 
Source at Cafiellsr, about four Leagues in the Coon^ 
try, and is very deep at Rocadiik There is a Bar 
where the River falls into the Bay; but it does not 
hinder the entrance o Veilels of i f Tun, to load 
Charcoal and other neceflarie , that are Shipt off from 
thence for CeMta. Along the fide of the River there 
is ftiii a great deal of Stone Work and vifibie remains 
of an Ancient Key. At a foiall diftance to the Eafl:, 
i:ipon an tminence there are confiderable ruins of a 
Square Caille, which appears to have been an ancient 
Building of very great Mrength The Country People 
now call it Ca'l/lfon but the Ccrrigldor of that Diflridl 
cold me he remembered ir called T&rre Cartage^^a. The 
Situation agrees exadly with the Tower of chat Name, 
mencioned in the 274^^ and 3161I? Chapters of th© 
Cb:onicle of ^Vp^r^f^ Xf of (affiie, A, Book of great 
Aurhoriry among the Spmk^ds, who are generally of 
Opinion rh'it k was formed upon the Memoirs of 
Ferm^^^ hhnwz de f^dliud^iid a Favourite and. Mini- 
Her of that King, tho' it goes undec the name of a^ 
ao.ther. Perfon,- 
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All tlia Sp^idrds who live about the 'liiiiis I have 
been defcribiog, fay they are the remains of a Cicy of 

the Gemiks called Cartd^. The corruption of Cartels 
into a name fo much more talked of, might eafiiy hap- 
pen in an Oral Tradition of fo many Years i and I 
cannot help thinking that, where other Circumftances 
concur, an account delivered down from Father to Son 
is an evidence not to be flighted, in matters of fo 
much obfcurity. 

Frequent mention is made of Carteia by the Ancient 
Geographers and Hilloriaiis. I build Co much on two 
PafBges of Livy, that I am obliged to inferc them at 
length. The firft is Lik XXVlil. C 30. ( Livy does 
not mention from what Port Lsiim- failed for Cdrteia^ 
but by what goes before, k feems to have been from

It is fiirprizing he rakes no nodce-of 
the Paflage in the XKV.U! Book, For the particular 
mention f ad Oceamm, and Urh ea in ora Ocearii Ba^e/i^ 
implies they- both relate to. the fame place: perhaps it 
was becauie he cayia not reconcile ic with kisCarfaia 
near Life.

5 have fome Medals that were dug up at Rocadillo^ 
with the Head and Club of Hercules upon them ;

Mans AiTertion. Upon the Reverie are Tunny Fillies, 
which according to Straho and Flhy abounded former- 
ly near Carteia, and are ftiil taken in great quantities 
near the Shoar of the Eail: Sea, at a fmali diftance 
from E§cadilk. 

Bernardo Aldrete an Author of fuch Weight, that 
Bmhart does not difdain to copy him on feveral occa- 
lions, in the fecond Book and fecond Chapter of his 
Amigmdadis de Efpanm, accounts for the Addition of 
iia m Cart ha I which in the Sfriack and Chddean fignifies 
Pnkkr, Formofus^ and was affixed to the Name of this 
City to diftinguifti it from the Cartha in Syria, meii- 
rioned in the %i(l Chapter and 34M Verfe oi^jojlou.u 

By all accounts, the Phcenickns founded moft of 
the Cities on this Coaft, and probably Carteia was 
one of their earliefl Settlements 3 for it lies very near 
Afrkk, in a moft inviting Situation, having on one 
fide a Bay, and on the other a River, which waters 
a rich Country. Its height gave it ftrength and a very 
beautiful Profpedl; circumftances whicli ieem to juftifie 
Aldretes interpretation of the latter part of it's name* 

In the Itinerary of AmminuSf it is Cdi^e - Carieiam, 
not tmqmm dus urhes diverfs, asC^ftuhoM intimates in 
his Notes on the. third. Book- of Sirah, for then- it 
would be CalpiB Carieiam; nor, according to Suriias 
Comment on that part of the Itinerary^ tit fi^^ifcet noB 
reffa iter ex SuelCarteiam deduci^ fed pmiklum 4^^ Cal- 
ftndefei^i'j becaufe C^Z/^e flands at the end of a nar- 
row neck of Land, -which prcjedts to the So^ithw^rJ a 
great way from the reft of the Ccncioent ; and cotife' 
quently is quite out of the Road from Suel to any o- 
iher place Wejiwatd of it ; probably Calfe - Carteia Is 
for Carteia. ad Calf en^ to diftinguifli it from the other 
CarteiA mCekiktia, mentioned in the 2,1/ Book and

$fh Chapter of ZiVy t for^ as Caro obferves, there ntm 
iieceffity for the alieracion Sigonius has made in that 
paflage of Alth£a for Carteia, from the Text of Poly- 
bius\ becaufe Livj never mentions the other Carteia 
without adding ^iOceanum J Urk ea in era Ocedni/tta efi; 
which diftindion were needlefs, had there been only one 
City of that Name. Strabo in his thiid Book mentions 
a City called Kapnmi^hUs, and places it n^ziSaguntum, 
which is agrcable to the Situation given this Carteia 
by Livj» 

I am very much furprized that Mariana, and feveral 
others, iliould take the prefent Gibraltar to have been the 
ancient fleracka ; when neither Flinj, who refided fo 
long in thofc Parts, Mela wlto was born there, nor any 
ancient Geographer or Hiftorian thac I have met with, 
makes the lead mention of fuch a City thereabouts, ex- 
cept Straho ; and he places it 40 Stadia flom Calpe^ ac: 
the Foot of which Gibraltar is fituaced. The Spam/l) 
Hiftorians give good ground to believe there was no 
Town upon that Mountain till the Moors invaded Spai^ 
under Tariff, who gave it the name it has retained ever 
fmce. I fliall not enter into the detail of the reafons 
of thofe Authors who place Carteia at Tarifa or Alge^ 
zeira : the true one Teems to have been their not know- 
ing any other place which agreed better with the old 
accounts of Carteia, or where th^ ruins of a City, 
w^hich made fb great a Figure, could be buried ; 
the common praSice of Authors who defcribe pla- 
ces they have not feen. This appears to have beea 
the cafe of moil of thofe, efpecially Mariana ; who, 
had he been in thefe Parts, w^ould not have been 
guilty of the overfight he has committed Lib. XVI. C. 9. 
where he places two Bays in the Streights, one at Gi- 
hraltar, and the other at Tarifa ; which error he was 
probably led into (as it often happens) by another. 

Ccccccc % For, 
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For, giving into the Opinion that Tarifa was the an- 
cient C^r/e/^, and finding that City placed in a Bay by 
Meia, he concluded there mufl: be one at Tarifa^ which 
is an open Road, and (b much expofed, that in the 
lead bad Weather, the fmallefl: Veilels muft be haiiPd 
afliore. Which Circumftance alone is a fufficient proof 
of its not being Carteia^ by all accounts, a famous 
Harbour. 

Tho' there arc very great Ruins at Algezetra, they 
are not fudi as give any room to believe they are the 
remains of a Roman City. For neither pieces of Marble, 
nor Infcriptions are found there, nor any Roman Coins, 
The Circumftance of f^^arm his fliutting up the Mouth 
of the Harbour of Carieia, and the diftance of 40 or 
50 Sta(Jia from Calpe^ are not applicable, either to Ta-^ 
rifa or Algezeitao and if one of thofe Towns was Car^ 
teia^ to what City belong thofe Ruins I have been de* 
fcribing > fmce all the ancient Geographers make Cnr'- 
teia not only the neareft Town to Calfe, but the only 
one hi that Bay* There is better ground to believe 
Tarifa ftands on the Ruins of an other Town, as 1 ihail 
endeavour to fliew pre(ently. 

But before I proceed to a Defcription of the Coail, 
it may not be improper to mention fome Ruins I (aw 
zt XimenA; an mhnd Town, about five Leagues K^r^^ 
from Gibrdtar., fituated on a Rocky Hill, at the bot- 
tom of which to the Eaftivard is a very plentiful Coun- 
try, waflied by the Jofgarganta^ a fmall Branch of the 
River Gaadiaro. On the top of the Hili is the old 
Town, which by the Arches and Vaults, appears 
1:0 have been built by the l^oors. On the righc-hatid 
Corner of the fecond Gate of it, there is a courfe Stone 
with Mouldings on the Edges^ which has the follow- 
ing lafcfiption*

But the very learned DtBmtly has obferved to me 
that the.

The -manner 'in which the Moors ha?e placed thefc 
Infcriptions plaiolj fliews the htile value they fet upon 
them, and there is fo great a plenty of Stone on the 
Rock where J^'/j^if^f^ftands, that it is not to bethought 
they would fetch them for fuch an ufe, from any di- 
flant place; which induces me to believe 2^ -Roman 
Town formerly flood there called O B A. 

i do not find any I own of that name in the ancient 
Authors. Straho L. III. mentions 'SoVoiSot Wlmo$a ^ ab?h&j 
^7rhJi^$, \Uiich may poflibly comprehend OI4. TheC/e^* 
grapkia N^die^s, in the fourth Clima, makes a Town 
called 'i?^/^/m, 'the firil' Station from Algezcira to Sevde, 
which perhaps may have been this Oh ; for it is about 
a Days ■journey from Jlgezeira^-^nd in the dired'Road 
from thence to Seville. 

Mariam places Lib* III. C, ■%. the Cave where Crafftis 
hid himfelf, near Ximsm; the Marks of it, given by 
Plutarch^ mt common- to 'mOil others. 1 went three 
Leagues in fearch of -^it ; but the Country People having 
a notion that there is a Treafore in it, and not being 
ro be perfuadcd that I would take fo much Pains out 
of pure Curiofity, would not Ihew me the Way, tho' 
they acknowledged there were feveral fuch Caves 
i:hcr§abouts. i cannot help taking notice of one very 

odd 
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odd tho' trifling circumftance* The name of th 
Perfon who owns the Land where thole Caves are, is 
Pachlcco, which is very neiar the fame with that of the 
Spamard, who is faid by Plutarch to have entertained 
Craffus (b courteoufly, nc6>Ma?(^'r. . Hlrtius in the begin- 
ning of his Book t^e hello Hifpamco mentions a Spaniard 
of Note, in provincia Bstka^ csillcd Pat kcus. ^ibus 
fr^^fecit hominem ejus provincia notum (^ non partim 
fcientem, L. Julium P^tiecum, which was probably the 
Roman Name; and therefore I am furprized xkit.Latm 
Tranflator of Plutarch makes it Pacianm. 

Moft of the antient Geographers defeibe the Coad 
Weftward of Carteia in the following manner. Julu 
Tradticia, Me liar ia^ Bdlo fluvius ^ oppidum, Tortus B^fipfo^ 
Fromontorium Junonis^ &c. The Itinerary of /^;^/^;^i;^^/, 
mzk(tst\omtniioxioiJuliaTradu^a, and F//>jf places it on 
the African Coaft, which Hardouin endeavours to acccune 
for Pag. XZ7. in his Nummi Ilkfirati. Straho calls it Jps-^ 
Ham Jazam^ wXuQhz^Bochart obferves Lib. L C 14, fig- 
nifies the fame in the Phamcian Language as TraduBam 
ia the Latin. Ptolomy calls it Iranfdufia^ He places 
S4f^^////rf between that dind Carteia. But all the other 
old Geographers put both the Town and River of 
that Name Eaftward of Calpe. I favv feme Ruins on 
the Eaft fide of the River Guadiaro, four Leagues Eafi 
oLGibraltar I which I take to be the remains of the 
ancient Barhefula. For I find in iho^.Cadiz Emporio del 
Orbe^ mendon made of two pieces of Marble, broughi: 
from thence to G/^r^/f^r ; on one of which was MlvC 
B A R B E S V L A N L I was credibly informed they 
were ufed for the Fountain on the Parade. The Letters 
probably were either iawed off, or turned inwards ; for 
the> do not appear. This Barkfula is probably the 
Bartariana placed in the Itin^ary X. Mo P. Eajt from 
Qartela, 
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Pempomus Meld, who was born in thofe Parts, and 
therefore is moft to be depended on, gives the follow- 
ing account of the Coaft, according to the Edition of 
Gromvius. Sims ultra efty in eoque Carteia, ut quidam 
futant, aUquando Tarteflus, & qmm tranfve^i e^ Africi 
BhxmoQS habitant I ^tqm unde nos fumus^ Tingentera. 
TumMoMzna dr Bxlo, & hxdppo upjue ad Junonis pro- 
montorium cram freti occupat. The Text of Mek in 
this place has occafioned great difputes among the 
Learned. Cafauhon in his Notes upon Straho, lays, 
lego autem — at que unde nos (umus Tingi eontraria Mellaria, 
mt Tingi } regione fita Mellaria. Nam Tingis faff am hie 
d MqI^ mentionem mi hi efi perfuafifftmum ; frimim quidem 
vetercm IcBioncm fpcBanti, qus eft, ut dixi, Cingentera- 
rum ; aut etiam ut in fuis libris doBifimus Elias Vine- 
tus reperit Tingentera j ut jam de eo duhitari non poftt. 
Deinde autem video moremMclx hunc ejfe, ut locorum in 
altera or a oppofttorum mentionem faciat. Sic alibi : Ma- 
jorem Sab^i tenent partem, oftio proximam, & Car- 
mafiis cofltrariam Maca?# t>lec mover i quifquam debet 
quod alii Tingin Bi^Joni non Mellarias factum contrariam. 
Nam Baelo ^ Mellaria it a funt vicind, ut mirari hoc ne- 
mo debeat. Salmafius, whofe opinion is approved by Bo- 
chart, makes it lingis altera, turn Mellaria, &c. and 
takes the preceding tranfvecfi to denote Julia Tradu-^ 
tU. Cafaubon feems to have been once of the Oime 
Opinion. Sed a Strabone ft are Ptolemasus videtur, qui 
in hac Hifpani^ era oppidum quoddam memorat cut nomen 
Traniduda, in quod jcilicet collocati fuerint ift'i, de qui» 
hus nunc loquitur Strabo; & de quihus duhitavi aliqumdo^ 
m hdc Mq\x verba effent accipienda, la eoque Carteia, 
ut quidam putanr, aliquando Tarteifus, & quam tranf- 
vcSti ex Africa Pha^nices habitant. Nam videhatur fatis 
apsrt} Tranfdudtam Ptolom^i 'C%e9pc6^«j'. Nunc iis af 
fmtior qui ad Carteiam ea referunt. The opinion of 
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Sdmajius fcems to be the moll probable ; for B<ek and 
not Julia Tradu^a is (aid lo be over againft Tingis. 
Marcianus Heracleotes makes the two former about 
x^o Stadia diflant from one another, and MellarU is 
generally placed between them; therefore they could 
not be fo near one another as Cajauhon in(inuates^ 
Tho' Carteia was originally founded by the Phcer^kims, 
it had been ereded into a Roman Colony long before 
Melas time, and therefore he could not very properly 
fay Carteta^ qmm Phaniccs fjAhitant ; and had he intend- 
ed to take notice of the Founders of that City, it is 
probable that one w^iofe Stile is fo pure and accurate, 
would have made ufe of another word, or at leaft 
another Tenfe* Befides, if JultaTraduUfa^ according 
to C^jduhon, is not meant by that padage, it muft have 
been entirely omitted by Mela ; which is very unlikely, 
considering he was Born in or near it ; and that it is 
mentioned by Straho, who lived before him, and Pto^ 
lomy and feveral others who were after him ; and ap-' 
pears to have been remaining at the time the Vandds 
were in pofTeflion of Sfain ; for Greg* Turon. Lib, fl. fays 
Frofequcntihus Alamannis ufque ad Traduftam, tranftto 
mart, Vandali fer totam Africam ac Mauritaniam {unt 
difprf. The Letters of Tingi altera come nearer the 
Tingentera of Elias Vinctus^ and the Tinge Htera of 
GronoviuSy than Cafauhons Tingi contraria or Tingi e re* 
gione fita. The ^ and the atque^ by making the flop 
at Tarte([us inftead of Habitant^ may very well relate 
CO the (ame place ; and it is not improbable that MeU 
was defirous to illuftrate the obfcure place of his Birth 
by a Periphrafis, and a name of fome Eclat ; cho* it 
has happened, the method he took to do Honour to it, 
has been the occafion, that we are in doubt even of 
its Name.

I met with two Medals of Julia TraJutfa among the 
Brafs Sfanijh Coins; but as I cannot afcerrain where 
they were found, I will not pretend to form from thence 
any judgment of i;l>e fituation of the Town to which 
they belong. But I pre fame in matters fo dark, a con. 
je^lure may be offered. It does not (eem very im- 
probable, that JulU Traduiid flood where Tarifa is at 
prefent. The Sfanifto Authors reckon that Town to 
liave been built by tarif at his (econd coming to Sfain. 
I cannot fee what could invite him to fettle on a 'Jpot 
which has neither the convenience of a River, nor a 
Harbour, and is commanded by a rifing Ground ; un* 
lefs he found fome Tenements (landing, or Ruins to 
ferve for Materials to Build* I have feveral Roman 
Coins that were found there after great Rains, in the 
Common Sewer ; which is fome flight inducement to 
believe it was formerly a Roman Town. 

About a League and half to the Weft of Tarifa, is 
a place which goes now by the name of Fal de Faca^ 
The Country People have a Tradition among them, 
that it was once a confiderable Town, flnce fwallowed 
up by the Sea. There is a fmall Brook called el Ar- 
royo de Juan Francifcoj which (erves to turn fome Mills, 
that a Friefl: of that N^me was encouraged to build 
there, by finding an antient Stone Channel for the 
Water. I faw fome othei fmall Ruins, and was credi- 
bly aflured there are vifibie remains of an old Town 
a good way under Water. There is a Shoal almoft 
off this place, that runs pretty far in the Sea, on 
which a Hamhurgkr was loft fome Years ago. Per- 
Jjaps Mellaria flood hereabouts. 

Wherever it was, the Ruins of it muft be a confide- 
rable way in the Sea, if credit is to be given to f'Uny, 
who upon the Teftimony of one Born there, reckons 
only five Miles from thence to Afrk. Lib* HI. 
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whereas it is at prcfent five Leagues over at the nar- 
row Part. Cajauhcn is miflaken in that Note on Styaho 
L. n. where he fays. At Maris Mcditerranei oftium vix 
hXX Stadia htum e(l >I g^vcif^v. 

I cannot help oblerving that the bed Hony in all 
Spdn is made in thefe Parrs, and that the fame caufe 
to which the ancient MelUria ow^d its Name, dill 
fubfifts, and has given a modern Appellation to feve- 
ral places hereabouts, as Playa de OrimeU Rh de la /yliel, 
Bejer de la MieL The latter of thefe is generally rec- 
koned by the Spaniards to be the old Meilaria, for no 
other reafon, that I can (ee, but the Name. For it is 
at leaft two Leagues from the Coaft of the Streighcs, 
and, by what I could judge when I was on che Spot, as 
near the Ocean, and therefore may as well be afcribed 
to the one as che other. Whereas Mellaria, according 
to all the old Geographers, wasfituated on the Sea fide 
in the Streights, and is reckoned by Pli^y the neareft 
Town to JJric o a plain proof that it was not what is 
now Bejer de la MieL 

About a League and half further Weft, in a fmall 
Bay, there aie very great Ruins, which appear evi- 
dently to be the remains of a Ro?nan Town. A League 
Eaftward from that place, upon an Eminence, are to 
be ^^Qn the Qiiarries from which the Stone was fetch- 
ed for building it; and all the way from thence are 
large remains of an Aquedud, of which in feme pla- 
ces there are entire Arches ftill Handing. Among the 
Ruins of the old Town, I (aw the Body of a Roman 
Statue of fine Alabafter, fomething bigger than the 
Life. Our Guide faid his Father had feen it entire ; 
but as it was an Idol of che Gentiles, they, like good 
Catholicks, had broken it to pieces. He hkewiie 
told us that Urns of old Coins had been found there ; 
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but not being Current in Spaln^ they had thrown 
them away. The place is called Bdlonia. h is over 
againft Tangier, znd frequently infefted by the Moors 
from thence; on which account it is uninhabited. A 
fmaii River, called Alparute, runs by it : all which 
circumftances correfpond with the ancient accounts of 
JB^lo. I have a Medal that was given me at Tarifa^ 
with the following Letters upon it BAILO, which 
probably belonged to this City, called by Vtolom^ 
Ba/Aa^y. Martianm Capella iJb, Vf. mentions it under the 
name of Vtlomnfis B^tic^CivHas* The Itenerary of 
jintonmus places Bdlo VI. M, P. Wefl of MelUria, which 
is about the diftance of thefe Ruins from Val de Faca. 

About five Leagues farther is the Cape of Trafalgar; 
the fight of which immediately brought to my mind 
Melas delcription of it. lilud jam in Occu/entem C' 
Ocemum obliquo jugo excurrens, at que ei, qmd Amfdufium 
elfe dixeramus, adverfum^ &c. Near the Capes Point are 
the Ruins often mentioned by the Spamjl) Authors^ un- 
der the name of Aguds de Mecc^. I was not there, but 
was afliired at Bejcr de la Miel, that there were dill 
fome Ruins on the Shore, and more in the Sea, that 
run all along under the Cape ; particularly remains of 
a Mole, which muft have made it a tolerable Harboun 
Thefe Ruins (eem to be the remains of old B^Jtppc^.
